NEW YORK—(AP)—A medical mystery of a man 


whose once silver-gray hair turned dark after he took 
the hormone Cortisone was reported today. 


He had suffered for months from a severe skin dis- 


ease, and all his hair had fallen out, making him com- 
pletely bald, said the account in the New York Times. 
•

Cortisone overcame the skin disease. Then, to the 


amazement of his doctor and the patient, his hair grew 
in again. 'In a few weeks he had a complete head of 
hair, except for a bald spot in the center that he had had 
before. 
• • • 


But this new hair was dark in color; the color of his 


hair, beard and mustache was no longer silver-gray, but 
largely the original color of the man's hair 20 years 
earlier. The man now is 74. 


The hair has remained the new color, although the 


Cortisone was stopped several months ago.

• • 


The man's physician "admits he can offer no expla- 


nation to what he describes as a 'first rate medical mys- 
tery.' His physician emphasized that no general con- 
clusions could be drawn from this one case that Corti- 
sone would restore color in gray hair, or restore hair in 
baldness.

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Fights War, 
Finds He Was 
Discharged 


CHICAGO, (AP) — Henry G. 


Olszewski thotiRht he was in the 
navy when he was ducking those 
Communist bullets in the Korean 
war zone. 


Now Olszcwski. 34, a little be- 


wildered, is at the Great Lakes, 
111., naval training station await- 
ing his official discharge. He was 
discharged, really, before all this 
came about. 


This is his story: 
Olszewski became a machinst 


repairman, 1st class, in World War 
II. He saw action at Okinawa and 
Saipan and then came home to 
his wife, Loretta, in Chicago. They 
now have a son, Joey, 17 months 
old. 


After Olszewski returned, he 


was attached to a naval reserve 
unit. Then, in 1950, he applied for 
his discharge. 


On Oct. 9, 1950, however, he 


was ordered back to active duty. 
He Inquired about his discharge, 
but was told it hadn't gone 
through. 


Olsewski was shipped to Korea 


and assigned to the Askari, an 
LST. He saw bitter action in the 
Hungnam operation and evacua- 
tion for 10 days last December. 
H« moved on to Pusan in April, 
1951, and saw more action. He 
won the Korean medal and man- 
aged to escape wounds. 


One day, while Olszewski was 


resting up for more battles, a yeo- 
man, or ship's clerk, approached 
him. He had been studying Ols- 
zewski's service record.

Mason Indicted 
For Swindling 
And Perjury 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—Pudgy 


Sam Mason has been indicted on 
15 counts of perjury and larceny 
as an outgrowth of testimony he 
talked pe6ple out of their money 
by promising such things as bar- 
gain leases on government build- 
ings. 


A senate subcommittee which 


investigated Mason's 
operations 


called him "a complete fraud," 
and estimated he swindled his vic- 
tims of about $250,000. 


A federal grand jury which 


looked into the case and returned 
:he 15-count indictment late yes- 
terday didn't use such big figures. 
The six larccncy counts in the in- 
dictment added up to $71,200. 


The nine counts of perjury— 


ying under oath—were based on 
Mason's testimony before the sen- 
ate investigations subcommittee 
June 27.

Randolph Hearst's will divides his 
multi-million dollar fortune among 
his widow, five sons and various 
charitable organizations. 


The amount of the estate was 


not disclosed but may be divulged 
at a probate hearing set for Aug.

Largest single bequest in the 57- 


page document, augmented by 
nine codicils, was the $1,500,000 
in cash and $6,000,000 trust fund 
left to the widow,'Mrs. Millicent 
V. Hearst of New York City. 


The will was filed in superior 


court late yesterday, only a few 
hours after the 88-year-old pub- 
lisher died at his Beverly Hills 
home. 


The widow's trust fund is in- 


the form of preferred stock in the 
Hearst corporation, a holding com- 
pany possessing a large part of 
the publisher's fortune. 


Five Sons Named 


The will provides an annual in- 


come of $150.000 to each of their 
five sons and directs that upon 
the death of the last surviving 
grandson, both the family trust 
and charitable trust shall be dis- 
tributed. The heirs of the grand- 
children will receive the former. 
The latter is to be divided among 
the organizations which have re- 
ceived its income. 


The only organizations specified 


in the will are the University of 
California, the Los Angeles County 
Museum of History, Science and 
Art. and the California Chanties 
Foundation. 


Actress Listed 


One codicil left the publisher's 


Beverly Hills home to former 
screen actress Marion Davies un- 
der her legal name of Marion 
Douras. A later codicil, however. 


revoked this request without ex- 
planation. 


The first codicil declares Miss 


Davies "came to my aid during 
the great depression with a mill- 
ion dollars of her own money,- 
thereby doing much to save my- 
self and my institutions from fi- 
nancial disaster at that time." 


The 
will requests 
that 
the 


executors — the publisher's five 
sons and eight of his business 
associates—shall not part with 
ownership or control of any of 
his publishing or newspaper ser- 
vices "unless it shall in their 
opinion be necessary or prudent to 
do so." 


Xo Other Children 


"I hereby declare that the only 


children I have ever had are my 
sons in this will named," the docu- 
ment declares. It directs that if 
anyone else shall establish in court 
"that he or she is a child of mine 
or issue of a child of mine, other 
than by my said sons," such per- 
son shall receive $1. But it adds: 
"I hereby declare that any as- 
serted claim of heirship or kin- 
ship to me is and would t utterly 
false and wholly fraudulent." 


The document asserts that he 


and his wife have no community 
property and provides that should 
she establish such a claim she 
must elect whether she will take 
a community share or abide by the 
terms of the will. 


"I now have no obligations of 


any kind to my wife, Millicent V. 
Hearast. other than support or 
maintenance," one codicil says, 
"which obligation I am currently 
discharging, and I do not antici- 
pate that she will make any claim 
against me or my estate (other 
than for a reasonable family al- 
lowance.))"

TAIN', Utah, (AP)—The third not 
in as many months at Utah's new 
multi-million dollar prison was put 
down without bloodshed yesterday.

two prison officers held hostage 
under threat of death most of the 
day, embattled state officials an- 
nounced a new and tougher era 
at the institution where 472 in- 
mates are housed. 


The state board of corrections 


ordered that all men be confined 
to their cells. 


"Only those who have definite 


woik assignments will be allowed 
to leave their quarters at any time 
—except on sipned permission of 
the warden," said the board state- 
ment. 


"We are going to run this prison 


the way the people want it run," 
added 
acting board chairman 


Kingsley Clawson. 


The board also announced that 


Western E. Haslam—one of the two 
men held hostage for more than 
seven hours—will continue as act- 
ing warden with full authority. 


The uprising ended when Joseph 


W. Dudler, state commissioner of 
public safety anil superintendent 


of the highway patrol, conferred 
with the riot leaders. 


The riot had brought 150 armed 


officers 
from 
over the state. 


Officials said 22 men were in the 
maximum security cell block taken 
over by the prisoners. Among 
them were six "death row" in- 
mates. 


Dudler told the prisoners an in- 


vestigation would be made of their 
grievances.

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Reds' 'Big Lie' Peace Talk 
Becomes a Boring Chestnut 


Two or three years ago, any kind of peace proposal from 


the Soviet Union sent the free world into a breathless frenzy. 
Hope often ran high that the cold war was about to end. 


Slowly, the world's men of good .will learned the bitter 


truth about the Russians. They learned that Russian peace 
offers were simply moves on a chessboard, tactical steps that 
often were offset by warlike gestures elsewhere at the very 
same moment. They discovered, too, that when talk of peace 
no longer suited the Kremlin's strategy, it was dropped— to 
be revived on another convenient occasion. 


The free peoples digested this lesson painfully and grudg- 


ingly. Their wish for peace is so strong that they found 
themselves tantalized again and again by the thought that 
"this time may be the Russians mean it." 


Of course they never have meant it, and so at length the 


illusions of the hopeful have been shattered. Once aroused, 
the scorn of the trustful is a powerful emotion. It is that 
feeling which the Russians now encounter when they pro- 
pose anew that the world sit down and talk peace. 


Nikolai Shvernik, Russia's figurehead president, wrote a 


letter to President Truman the other day suggesting a five- 
power peace parley with the U. S., Russia, Britain, France 
and Red China taking part. He talked of limiting arma- 
ments and outlawing the A-bomb. 


Our government promptly responded by,labelmg the 01- 


fer a "propaganda trap" designed to lull the free peoples to 
sleep. The state department challenged Russia to honor 
existing obligations before taking on new treaty responsi- 
bilities.

The French and the British joined us in deriding the 


Soviet maneuver as mere propaganda. No one anywhere in 
the non-Communist world saw in it even a faint glimmer of 
hope.Thus, without perhaps realizing it, the Russians may 
have come to the end of a road. They may have reached the 
point where repeating the same old tired lies generates not 
only disbelief but damaging reaction among sincere peace- 
loving peoples. 
It is an axiom of totalitarian propaganda that if you tell 


'a big lie often enough it will be widely believed. But it is 
quite conceivable that the Russians have squeezed the last 
possible ounce of advantage from this technique, and now 
find themselves relying on a formula which is sterile and 


Is there anyone left in the free world who really believes 


that Russian mention of the word "peace" has any meaning? 


Honorable men today attribute no color of truth to any 


Soviet statement not issued under the pressure of opposition 
strength. They generally ignore Russian words and watch 
Russian deeds. Perhaps this fact will now begin to sink into 
the Kremlin's consciousness. If it does, we might hope to

Our discussion of penalty dou- 


bles continues today with a very 
delicate point. When both sides bid- 
energetically it is often necessary 
to double the opponents in order 
to shut your partner up. Some- 
times such doubles go sour, but 
in the long run they pay high divi- 
dends. 


In today's hand North's original 


double is, of course, a takeout dou- 
ble. Mind you, it's a very poor 
takeout double because North has 
practically no support for any suit 
that his partner can name. Never- 
theless, many fine players would 
make this miserable double in the 
hope of competing with the oppo- 
nents. I would probably do so my- 
self in spite of the fact that I 
cheerfully admit that the double 
is miserable. 


Once North shows this sign of 


life, South can well afford to give 
the enemy a run for their money. 
At three spades, South is out on 
a limb, but the enemy fail to real- 
ize it. Hence they push on to four 
diamonds. 


Right then and there North must 


double. He cannot be sure of beat- 
ing four diamonds, but he should 
have a fair play for it, and he 
knows that his hand is valuable 
only for defense. 


If North doubles, good defense 


defeats the contract. South opens 
the singleton club, and North over- 
takes and continues clubs. North 
wins thre clubs and then the fourth 
club asures the defenders a trump 
trick. 


When this hand was actually 


played, North was too timid to 
double four diamonds. His partner 
never dreamed that the North 
hand was worthless in both hearts 
and spades. He went on to four 
spades and went for an 800-polnt 
ride. 


West led the king of hearts and 


then shifted to a low diamond. 
East took the queen of diamonds 
and returned a heart, whereupon 
West took two more heart tricks. 
Another diamond and eventually 
the ace of trumps gave the defend- 
ers six tricks.

Transport Workers' Union Accused by Pegler of

NEW YORK, Aug. 14—The Transport Workers' union, one of the 


most dangerous mob-forces in the country, has "organized" an un- 
known number of the policemen of the city of New York. This union 
demands absolute obedience of its members, including policemen, to 
Mike Quill, a faker who for a long time promoted 
a myth that he had been shot by the British black 
and tans while soldiering in the Irish Republican 
army. 


He did this because he speaks with a brogue 


as though he had a mouthful of mush and wanted 
to ingratiate himself with a large element of New 
York subway, surface and elevated transportation 
workers who were either natives of Ireland or the 
sons of Irish immigrants. 


The Dies committee later made him admit that 


he sprained his hip as a youth. Another witness 
testified that Quill told him his hip was dislocated 
at birth. The injury caused him to limp and gave him an excuse 
to carry a blackthorn stick suitable for maiming or killing law-abid- 
ing American citizens in union riots.

social security far above the average available to most other citizens 
and take other jobs on full pay to supplement their pensions. Such 
a pension system naturally is expensive and now, in response to the 
organized yowling of professional agitators, the municipality is in- 
creasing its share of the pension-fund contributions to 75 per cent 
and reducing the cops' share from 50 to 25 per cent.

Several people have written to 


inquire about phlebitis, milk leg 
or related conditions and what 
can be done for them. Several 
have had most distressing experi- 
ences and are desperately anxious 
for relief. 


Before discussing these disor- 


ders it is necessary to know what 
they are. Phelibitls Is an inflam- 
mation of the inside lining of the 
veins — almost always those of the 
legs. This may be associated with 
blood clou inside these vessels in 
which case the condition is called 
thrombophlebitis. Milk leg (call- 
ed also phlegmasia alba dolens) Is 
a phlebitis of a particular vein of 
the leg which causes swelling of 
that limb. 


What causes them? They may 


follow a blow, or some other in- 
jury. 
Sometimes they 
develop 


after an Infection, an operation, or 
childbirth. At times they start in 
without any indentfiable cause at 
all. They can arise with surpris- 
ing suddenness or quite gradu- 
all*. 
ally. 


But most cases of phlebitis or 


thrombophlebitis are rather acute 
at the start. 
As In any other 


acute Illness, therefore, rest in 
bed is desirable. If the inflamma- 
tion Involves a leg vein, the leg Is 
generally raised and heat is ap- 
plied, all of these measures being 
aimed at reducing the inflamma- 
tion and aiding the circulation. 


Sometimes 
this 
treatment is 


enough and rapid and complete re- 


covery. takes place. Annoying as 
it is at the time, this is not as 
much of a problem as the chronic 
condition which sometimes seems 
to go on interminably.

It is about the chronic varief .? 


that most who write to me are 
particularly concerned. Although 
a difficult problem at best, treat- 
ment is constantly improving. For 
example, the sulfa drugs and peni- 
cillin or its relatives are often 
found helpful. 


In addition, it is always neces- 


sary to search for sources of in* 
fection in such places as the teeth 
or tonsils. Small doses of X-r^ -. 
are sometimes used. 
Also sur- 


gery has possibilities as it may be 
advisable to tie or remove the 
vein Involved. 


Prevention Is perhaps even more 


Important than treatment. 
Here 


real progress has been made and 
many of those who would have 
had this trouble a few years ago 
are now spared by such measures 
as early rising after operation, or 
the giving of germ killers bef^rS- 
an operation which formerly ear- 
ned special risks in this direction 
It Is not too much to expect Hint 
phlebitis and Its complications win 
become more and more rare.

Rapist-Slayer 
Slays Guard, 
Scales Wall

Issue 'Shoot to 
Kill' Orders for 
Death-Row Inmate 


CHICAGO— (AP) —Police with 
'shoot to kill" orders searched 
through Chicago today for a rap- 
ist-slayer who killed a guard and 
jumped a jail wall in a desperate 
try to beat the electric chair. 


The fugitive, Harry Williams, is 


armed with the riot gun of the 
guard he killed in breaking from 
the Cook county Jail last night. . 


Williams, 20, six foot, two inch 


negro, had been sentenced to death 
in the electric chair on Sept. 14 
for murder. 


Jail Warden Philip Scanlan and 


Sheriff John E. Babb issued- the 
'shoot to kill" order. Babb per- 
sonally offered a $1,000 reward 
for Williams' capture—dead or 
alive. 


A short time after he escaped, 


Williams attempted to hold up a 
motorist about a mile from the 
jail, which is at 26th street and 
Sacramento avenue, on the south- 
west side. 
A policeman opened 


fire on Williams and he fled. 


"This man is so desperate he 


never will be taken alive." Warden 
Scanlan said. 


Seize Second Killer 


The warden said Raymond Jen- 


ko, 20, white, who also was sent- 
enced to die for murder, was seized 
in Williams' ceU in the death row. 
He said Williams and Jenko were 
together in the escape plot, but 
that Jenko remained in the cell. 


The slain jail tower guard was 


George Turley, 43. Turley, his 
head and chest crushed by vicious 
blows, died in the Bridewell hos- 
pital a half hour after the assault. 


Scanlan said questioning of Jen- 


ko disclosed Williams' escape oc- 
curred as follows:. 


Williams obtained permission to 


leave his cell to go to the wash 
room. 
When he returned, Wil- 


liams jammed the lock of his cell 
with a sheeet. 


Jenko then left his cell to go to 


the wash room. When he returned, 
he slipped into Williams' cell. Wil- 
liams meanwhile made a rag dum- 
my and slid it into his bunk to 
resemble a sleeping figure. As 
Jenko slipped into the cell. Wil- 
liams loosened an all-shaft grating 
in the cell. Taking a sheet rope 
with him, he climbed up a set of 
pipes to the roof. 


Refused to Go 


Jenke became frightened and 


refused to accompany Williams. 


Williams used the rope to lower 


himself to the ground. He sneak- 
ed to the guard tower and appar- 
ently surprised Turley, 
Again 


using the rope, made of braided 
sheets, Williams let himself down 
the 26 foot wall from the outside 
of the tower. 


Guard William Trezise found 


Turley a few minutes later. He 
fired a warning shot into the air. 
Jittery guards followed suit and 
began firing at shadows in the 
yard. Sporadic shooting continued 
for nearly an hour. 


Armed with machine guns and 


tear gas, police surrounded the 
jail.
